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The  figures  on  log  prices  for  1939  presented  herewith 
were  compiled  from  reports  solicited  by  the  Forest  Service  in 
cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce.  The  figures  given  are  preliminary. 
Final  figures  will  appear  in  the  next  annual  "Stumpage  and  Log 
Price”  bulletin  which  is  now  being  compiled  b;/  Henry  B.  Steer 
of  the  Division  of  Forest  Economics  of  the  United  States  Forest 
Service,  Washington,  D.  C.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  the 
average  prices  listed  here  will  not  differ  materially  from 
those  which  will  be  given  in  the  aforementioned  bulletin.  Some 
reports  had  not  been  received  at  the  time  these  preliminary 
figures  we re  prepared  and  the  amount  of  the  transactions  shown 
in  the  bulletin  will,  of  course,  be  somewhat  higher  than  is 
shown  here. 


The  transactions  listed  in  the  accompanying  table  amount 
to  172,776,000  feet  log  scale  with  a value  of  $>1,982,343.  The 
lion’s  share  of  the  transactions  were  reported  from  the  ’’North- 
eastern Washington”  and  the  "St.  Maries-Coeur  d'Alene”  districts. 
Total  transactions  in  these  two  districts  amounted  to  125,164,000 
feet  (72  percent  of  the  total)  with  a value  of  $1,467,914  (74 
percent  of  the  total) . Prices  paid  in  these  districts  were 
higher  than  the  average,  which  correlates  with  the  known  fact 
that  competition  for  timber  in  these  two  districts  is  keener 
than  e lsewhere  in  the  region.
